PARTICIPATION IN THE EDUCATION SYSTEM 

Overview 

In September 1989 there were an estimated 2,718,900 persons aged 15 to 24 in the civilian population of whom 45% 
(1,216,500) were attending an educational institution either full-time (981,600 persons) or part-time (234,800 persons). 
Of those persons attending, 56% (675,400) were at school, 20% (237,400) were at a TAFE or technical college, 14% 
(171,100) at a University, 8% (96,800) at a CAE, and 3% (35,700) at other educational institutions. 


Just over 64% (1,752,000) of the population aged 15 to 24 were employed in September 1989, 8% (213,000) were 
unemployed and the remaining 28% (753,900) were not in the labour force. 


Males comprised 51% (1,376,200) of the population and 52% (632,000) of those attending an educational institution in 
September 1989. Females were slightly ahead of males in numbers attending school (342,800 and 332,600 respectively) 
but males accounted for 55% (299,400) of all persons attending a tertiary institution (541,000). 


Comparisons between May and September survey estimates 

Estimates for persons attending school increased between May and September for both 1988 and 1989. In 1988 this 
increase was estimated at 51,000 and in 1989 it was 55,100. For the same period estimates of persons attending a tertiary 
institution decreased by 48,600 in 1988 and 59,900 in 1989. These movements are caused by the movement of persons 
into and out of the 15-24 age group and by the different nature of enrolment at school and tertiary institutions. 


Comparison of estimates from September 1988 to September 1989 
The proportion of 15 year olds attending school was 93.7% in September 1989, an increase of 1.4% over September 
1988. Increases were also recorded for 16 year olds (up 4.1% to 78%) and 17 year olds (up 3.3% to 54.4%). 


The proportion of persons attending any educational institution rose for all single year ages from 15 to 23 year olds 
between September 1988 and 1989, with only 24 year olds showing a decrease (from 13.8% to 11.8%). The overall 
attendance ratio for 15 to 24 year olds was 44.7%, up 1.2% since September 1988. Female attendance ratios rose from 
41.1% 0 43.5% and males from 45.8% to 45.9% in the same period.

September 1989 

Students aged 15 to 19 

This group accounted for 77% (934,700) of all students in the survey, and 72% (672,800) of these were attending school. 
Of the 261,900 persons aged 15 to 19 attending a tertiary institution 54% (140,500) attended a TAFE or technical college, 
26% (66,900) attended a University, 16% (42,000) were at a CAE and 5% (12,500) attended other educational institu- 
tions. 


Amongst 15 year olds the proportion who were students at the time of the survey was 95%. The proportion of students 
per age category fell away gradually as age increased to 41% of those aged 19 years. The unemployment rate for 
students aged 15 to 19 was 14.3% and the participation rate was 44.7%. Of the 357,700 students who were employed, 
71% (252,700) were working part-time. 


Students aged 20 to 24 

Some 21% of persons aged 20 to 24 were attending an educational institution -- almost exclusively a tertiary institution. 
Attendance at tertiary institutions (279,100) included 37% (104,200) at University, 35% (96,800) at TAFE or technical 
colleges, 20% (54,900) at CAE’s and 8% (23,200) at other educational institutions. Students in this group had both a 
lower unemployment rate at 7.4% and a higher participation rate at 69.6% than their counterparts in the 15 to 19 years 
age group. There was also a higher incidence of full-time employment with 60% (108,300) of the 181,700 persons 
employed holding down a full-time job.

Full-time and part-time study 
Students attending school in September 1989 did so almost exclusively on a full-time basis. This helped to push up the 
percentage of all students attending full-time to 81% of the total. 


The participation rate of persons attending full-time was 39.2% while it was 97.3% for those attending part-time. The 
unemployment rate for full-timers stood at 16.3% and for part-timers was 5.0%, 


With the focus on tertiary students (541,000) the disparity in type of attendance decreases, with 57% (307,000) attending 
full-time and 43% (234,100) attending part-time. 


In September 1989 28% (67,600) of students at a TAFE or technical college reported attending full-time and 72% 
(169,800) reported attending part-time. For Universities this was 84% (144,300 students) full-time and 16% (26,800 
students) part-time. Similar proportions were reported for CAE’s with 83% (80,600 students) full-time and 17% (16,200 
students) part-time. 


The number of males attending a tertiary institution (299,400) was almost evenly divided between those attending full- 
time 49% (146,900) and those attending part-time at 51% (152,500), with 79% (120,300) of the part-timers attending a 
TAFE or technical college and 50% (73,300) of the full-timers attending University. 


About 66% (160,100) of females attending a tertiary institution were doing so full-time (44% or 71,000 at University) 
and 34% (81,600) were attending part-time, of whom 61% (49,500) were attending a TAFE or technical college. 


Level of course 

In September 1989 there were 221,100 persons studying for a degree -- 69% (152,900) of these at a university and 27% 
(59,900) at a CAE. In fact, the majority of people at Universities and CAE’s were attempting to obtain a degree (89% 
and 62% respectively). At TAFE or technical colleges the level of course attended was divided largely between the 45% 
(107,600) seeking Trade qualifications and the 46% (108,500) attempting to attain a certificate or diploma. 


Type of school last attended 

Persons who had entered a tertiary institution from a government school numbered 364,100 or 67% of all tertiary students 
and in September 1989, 51% (184,700) of these were attending a TAFE or Technical college. There were also 26% 
(96,000) at University, 16% (59,300) at a CAE and a further 7% (24,100) at other educational institutions. 


Persons attending a tertiary institution and previously from non-government schools (176,900) comprised 42% (75,100) 
at a University, 30% (52,700) at a TAFE or technical college, 21% (37,500) at a CAE and 7% (11,600) at other educa- 
tional institutions. 


In September 1989 35% (126,100) of ex-government school students were studying for a degree compared to 54% 
(95,000) of those formerly from non-government schools. An estimated 25% (91,800) ex-government school students 
were studying for a Trade compared to 12% (20,300) previously from non-government schools. The other major post- 
school course of study was certificate or diploma which attracted 36% (132,100) of ex-government school students and 
32% (55,900) of former non-government school students.

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EDUCATION AND WORK 

Overview 

Of the 1,216,500 persons aged 15 to 24 atiending an educational institution in September 1989, 44% (539,400) were 
employed, (213,300 on a full-time basis and 326,100 on a part-time basis). In general, the division of study and work 
amongst employed students appeared complementary with 94% of employed persons in full-time study having part-time 
jobs and 90% of employed persons studying part-time being employed on a full-time basis. 


Students who were in the labour force but unemployed numbered 74,300 (6%). 


The remaining 50% (602,700) of students were not participating in the labour force. This group comprised 447,300 
persons at school, 73,900 at a university, 37,300 at a TAFE or technical college, 34,600 at a CAE and 9,600 at other 
educational institutions. 99% of this group were studying full-time.

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School and work 
Just over a quarter of school students (188,100) aged 15 to 24 in September 1989 were employed, 98% of them on a 
part-time basis. The participation rate for school students was 33.8% and the unemployment rate was 17.5%. 


Tertiary education and work 

385,600 (71%) of the 541,000 persons aged 15 to 24 who were attending a tertiary institution in September 1989 were 
participating in the labour force. The level of participation differed depending on the institution being attended, with 
TAFE or technical college students (237,400) recording a participation rate of 84.3%, CAE students (96,800) 64.2% and 
university students (171,100) 56.8% 


Attendance and gender 

There were 632,000 males and 584,400 females attending an educational institution in September 1989. Attendance at 
a school accounted for $3% of males (332,600) and 59% of females (342,800). Attendance at a university was com- 
parable, being 14% for both males (88,900) and females (82,200). However, attendance at a CAE was greater for females 
at 9% (54,900) than males at 7% (41,900), and attendance at a TAFE or technical college was significantly greater for 
males at 25% (156,000) than for females at 14% (81,400). The remaining 2% of males (12,600) and 4% of females 
(23,100) were attending other educational institutions. 


Attendance and birthplace 
Overseas born persons aged 15 to 24 accounted for 15% (182,500) of the total who were attending educational institu- 
tions; the same proportion as there is of overseas born persons in the 15 to 24 years age group. 


The percentage of overseas born persons in this age-group attending an educational institution was 45%, marginally above 
the rate for those born in Australia at 44%. For persons bom overseas in the main English-speaking countries the 
percentage was 32%, compared with 55% for those bom in other countries.

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APPENDIX A 


GLOSSARY 


CAE: college of advanced education. 


Educational institution: any institution whose primary role 
is education. Included are schools, universities, colleges of 
advanced education, colleges of technical and further 
education, public and private colleges, etc. Excluded are 
institutions whose primary role is not education, for ex- 
ample hospitals. 


Full-time attendance: persons who consider themselves to 
be attending full-time, or the institution which they are 
attending so classifies them. 


Government schools: all schools administered by the 
relevant State and Territory Governments. 


Other educational institution: attendance at other educa- 
tional institution includes business, commercial and 
secretarial colleges; religious and theological colleges; and 
overseas institutions. 


Part-time attendance: persons who consider themselves to 
be attending part-time or the institution which they are at- 
tending so classifies them. 


TAFE: college of technical and further education. 


Tertiary institution: any educational institution other than 
a school. 


Note: Definitions of labour force and demographic clas- 
sifications appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 
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APPENDIX B 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

1. The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the September 1989 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Of the respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked whether 
they were attending an educational institution and, if so, 
the type of educational institution and the type of atten- 
dance. 


Scope 


3. The scope of this supplementary survey was 
restricted to persons aged 15 to 24 and excluded the fol- 
lowing persons: 


(a) members of the permanent defence forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(c) overseas residents in Australia; 


(d) members of non-Australian defence forces (and 
their dependents); 


(e) persons permanently unable to work; 
(f) some patients in hospitals and sanitariums; and 
(g) inmates of reformatories, gaols etc. 


In the tables, ‘All persons’ refers to all persons within the 
scope of the survey. 


Coverage 

4. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 

5. Definition of labour force and demographic clas- 
sifications appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview 
(i.e. the reference week). 


Results of the Survey 

7. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey, there are some small variations between es- 
timates in this publication and those in the corresponding 
issue of The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


8. The estimates in this publication refer to information 
collected in the survey month and, due to seasonal factors, 
may not be representative of other months of the year. 


9. It is proposed that this survey will be conducted next 
in September 1990. 


Unpublished tables 

10. As well as the statistics included in this and related 
publications, the ABS may have other relevant un- 
published data available.

Reliability of the estimates 

11. Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling 
and non-sampling errors, For more information refer to 
the Technical Note, Appendix C. 


Estimation procedure 

12. The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated dis- 
tribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of state by age and sex, rather than to the cor- 
responding distribution within the sample itself.

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APPENDIX C 


TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from those that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the number that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


2. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. A 
table of standard errors for general application is given on 
the following page. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a 
wide range of labour force characteristics these numbers 
will not give a precise measure of the standard error of a 
particular estimate but they will provide an indication of 
its magnitude. 


3. An example of the calculation and the use of 
standard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as 
follows. Table 2 shows the estimated number of persons 
aged 15 to 24 who, in September 1989, were attending a 
TAFE/technical college as 237,400. Since this estimate is 
between 200,000 and 300,000 in the standard error table, 
the standard error for Australia will be between 5,800 and 
6,900 and can be approximated by interpolation as 6,200 
(rounded to the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about 
two chances in three that the value that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey 
will fall within the range 231,200 to 243,600 and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the value will fall within 
the range 225,000 to 249,800. This example is illustrated 
in the following diagram.

4. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication only estimates with 
relative standard errors of 25 per cent or less and 
percentages based on such estimates are considered 
sufficiently reliable for most purposes. However, estimates 
and percentages with larger relative standard errors have 
been included and are preceeded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) 
to indicate they are subject to high standard errors and 
should be used with caution. 


5. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate 
the relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is given 
below: 


RSE (w/y) = VIRSE (oF? - RSE (y)? 


6. Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, 
the 237,400 persons represent 43.9 per cent of the 541,000 
persons aged 15 to 24 who were attending tertiary 
institutions in September 1989. The standard error of 
541,000 is approximately 8,600 so the relative standard 
error is 1.6 per cent. The relative standard error for 
237,400 is 2.6 per cent. Applying the above formula, the 
relative standard error of the proportion is V(2.6)2 - (1.6)2 
or 2.0 per cent, giving a standard error for the proportion 
(43.9 per cent) of 0.9 percentage points. Therefore, there 
are about two chances in three that the proportion of 
persons aged 15 to 24 who were attending a 
TAFE/technical college in September 1989 is between 
43.0 per cent and 44.8 per cent and nineteen chances in 
twenty the proportion is within the range 42.1 per cent to 
45.7 per cent. 


7. Published estimates may also be used to calculate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such an estimate is subject to sampling 
error. The sampling error of the difference between two 
estimates depends on their standard errors and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate 
standard error (SE) of the difference between two 
estimates (x-y) may be calculated by the following 
formula: 


SE (vy) = VISE (OF + [SE (y)P 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics of 
subpopulations it is expected to provide a good 


approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in 
this publication. 


8. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents, and errors 


made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this 
kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count 
or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the 
non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of 
interviewers and efficient operating procedures.
